TO BE OUR ONLY GUIDE. 



...Abraham obeyed my voice, and kept my charge, 
my commandments, my statutes, and my laws. — 
Gen. xxvi. 5. 

And it shall be for a sign unto thee upon thine 
hand, and for a memorial between thine eyes, that 
the Lord's law may be in thy mouth. — Ex. xiii. 9. 

And the Lord said unto Moses, Write this for a 
memorial in a book, and rehearse it in the ears of 
Joshua. — Ex. xvii. 14. 

And thou shalt teach them ordinances and laws, 
and shalt shew them the way wherein they must walk, 
and the work that they must do. — Ex. xviii. 20. 

If thou shalt do this thing, and God command 
thee so, then thou shalt be able to endure, and all 
this people shall also go to their place in peace. — 23. 

Now therefore, if ye will obey my voice indeed, 
and keep my covenant, then ye shall be a peculiar 
treasure unto me above all people : for all the earth 
is mine. — Ex. xix. 5. 
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And all the people answered together, and said, All 
that the Lord hath spoken we will do. And Moses 
returned the words of the people unto the Lord. — 8. 

And he took the book of the covenant, and read in 
the audience of the people : and they said, All that

And the Lord said unto Moses, Come up to me into 
the mount, and be there : and I will give thee tables 
of stone, and a law, and commandments which I 
have written; that thou mayest teach them. — 12. 

Ye shall do my judgments, and keep mine ordi- 
nances, to walk therein : I am the Lord your God. — 
Lev. xviii. 4. 

Ye shall therefore keep my statutes, and my judg- 
ments : which if a man do, he shall live in them : 
I am the Lord. — 5. 

And Balaam said unto Balak, Lo, I am come unto 
thee : have I now any power at all to say anything ? 
the word that God putteth in my mouth, that shall 
I speak. — Num. xxii. 38. 

But Balaam answered and said unto Balak, Told 
not I thee, saying, all that the Lord speaketh, that I 
must do ? — Num. xxiii. 26/ 

If Balak would give me his house full of silver and 
gold, I cannot go beyond the commandment of the 
Lord, to do either good or bad of mine own mind ; 
but what the Lord saith, that will I speak ? — 
Num. xxiv. 13. 
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Now therefore hearken, Israel, unto the statutes 
and unto the judgments, which I teach you, for to do 
them, that ye may live, and go in and possess the 
land which the Lord God of your fathers giveth 
you. — ^Deut. iv. 1. 

Ye shall not add unto the word which I command 
you, neither shall ye diminish ought from it, that ye 
may keep the commandments of the Lord your God 
which I command you — 2. 

Behold, I have taught you statutes and judgments, 
even as the Lord my God commanded me, that ye 
should do so in the land whither ye go to possess 
it. — 5, 

Keep therefore and do them ; for this is your 
wisdom and your understanding in the sight of the 
nations, which shall hear all these statutes, and 
say. Surely this great nation is a wise and under- 
standing people. — 6. 

And what nation is there so great, that hath statutes 
and judgments so righteous as all this law, which I 
set before you this day ? — 8. 

Thou shalt keep therefore his statutes, and his 
commandments, which I command thee this day, 
that it may go wbU with thee, and with thy children 
after thee. — 40. 

Go thou near, and hear all that the Lord our God 
shall say : and speak thou unto us all that the Lord 
our God shall speak unto thee ; and we will hear it, 
and do it. — Deut. v. 27. 
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that there were such an heart in them, that they 
would fear me, and keep all my commandments 
always, that it might be well with them, and with 
their children for ever 1 — 29. 

Ye shall observe to do therefore as the Lord your 
God hath commanded you : ye shall not turn aside 
to the right hand or to the left. — 32. 

Ye shall walk in all the ways which the Lord your 
<jod hath commanded you, that ye may live, and that 
it may be well with you. — 33. 

And these words, which I command thee this day, 
shall be in thine heart : — Deut, vi.

Behold, he smote the rock, that the waters gushed 
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oiif, and the streams overflowed ; can he give bread 
also ? can he provide flesh for his people ? — 
Ps, Ixxviii. 20. 

Though he had commanded the clouds from above, 
and opened the doors of heaven. — 23. 

And had rained down manna upon them to eat, 
and had given them of the com of heaven. — 24. 

Man did eat angels' food: he sent them meat to 
the full.— 25. 

Whatsoever the Lord pleased, that did he in 
heaven, and in earth, in the seas, and ail deep 
places. — Ps, cxxxv. 6. 

Behold,... he taketh up the isles as a very little 
thing. — Isa. xl. 16. 

I will bring the blind by a way that they knew not ; 
I will lead them in paths that they have not known : I 
will make darkness light before them, and crooked 
things straight.... isfl. xlii. 16. 

Yea, before the day was I am he; and there is 
none that can deliver out of my hand : I will work, 
and who shall let it ? — Isa, xliii. 13. 
...Is my hand shortened at all, that it cannot redeem? 
or have I no power to deliver ? Behold, at my rebuke 
I dry up the sea, I make the rivers a wilderness. 
— Isa, 1. 2. 

Behold, the Lord's hand is not shortened, that it 
cannot save ; neither his ear heavy, that it cannot 
hear. — Isa, lix. 1. 

Ah Lord God ! behold, thou hast made the heaven 
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and the earth by thy great power and stretched ^t 
arm, and there is nothing too hard for thee. — 
Jer, xxxii. 17. 

Behold, I am the Lord, the God of all flesh : is 
there anything too hard for me ? — 27. 

Who is he that saith, and it cometh to pass, when 
the Lord commandeth it not ? — Lam, iii. 87. 

If it be so, our God whom we serve is able to 
deliver us from the burning fiery furnace, and he will 
deliver us out of thine hand, king. — Dan. iii. 17. 
...There is rio other God that can deliver after this 
sort. — 29. 

He delivereth and rescueth, and he worketh signs 
and wonders in heaven and in earth, who hath 
delivered Daniel from the power of the lions. — 
Dan. vi. 27.

AND INTERPOSITION. 



...And the Lord had blessed Abraham in all things. 
-r-Oen. xxiv, 1. 

And Abraham said unto his 'eldest servant of his 
house,... 2. 

...Thou shalt go unto my country, and to my kindred, 
and take a wife unto my son Isaac. — i. 

And Abraham said unto him,... 6. 

The Lord God of heaven, which took me from 
my father's house,... he shall send his angel before 
thee, and thou shalt take a wife unto my son from 
thence. — 7. 

And he (the servant) said, Lord God of my 
master Abraham, I pray thee, send me good speed 
ihis day, ^and shew kindness unto my master 
Abraham. — 12. 

And let it come to pass, that the damsel to whom 
I shall say. Let down thy pitcher, I pray thee, that 
I may drink ; and she shall say. Drink, and I will 
give thy camels drink also : let the same be she 
that thou hast appointed for thy servant Isaac ; and 
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thereby shall I know that thou hast shewed kind- 
ness unto my master. — Gen. xxiv. 14. 

And it came to pass, before he had done speaking, 
that, behold, Eebekah came out, who was born to 
3ethuel, son of Milcah, the wife of Nahor, Abraham's 
brother, with her pitcher upon her shoulder. — 16. 

And she said, Drink, my lord : and she hasted, and 
let down her pitcher upon her hand, and gave him 

drink. — 18. 

And when she had done giving him drink, she said, 
I win draw water for thy camels also, until they have 
^one drinking. — 19. 

And the man wondering at her held his peace, to 
wit whether the Lord had made his journey pros- 
perous or not. — 21. 

And said. Whose daughter art thou ?...28. 

And she said unto him, I am the daughter of 
£ethuel...24. 

And the man bow«d down his head, And worshipped 
4be Lord.— 26. 

And he said. Blessed be the Lord God of my 
master Abraham, who hath not left destitute my 
-master of his mercy and his truth : I being in the 
way, the Lord led me to the house of my master's 
brethren.— 27. 



Now Israel loved Joseph more than all his children, 
because he was the son of his old age : and he made 
him a coat of many colours. — Oen, xxxvii. 8. 
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And his brethren envied him,., Gen, xxxvii. 11. 

And Israel said unto Joseph, Do not thy brethren 
feed the flock in Shechem ? come, and I will send thee 
unto them. And he said to him. Here am I. — 13. 
...And Joseph went after his brethren, and found 
them in Dothan. — 17. 

And when they saw him afar off,... they conspired 
against him to slay him. — 18. 

And Beuben heard it, and ho delivered him out of 
their hands ; and said. Let us not kill him. — ^21. 

And they took him, and cast him into a pit : and 
the pit was empty, there was no water in it. — 24. 

And Judah said unto his brethren, What profit is 
it if we slay our brother, and conceal his blood 7 — 26. 

Then there passed by Midianites merchantmen; 
and they drew and lifted up Joseph out of the pit, 
and sold Joseph to the Ishmeelites:...and they 
brought Joseph into Egypt. — 28. 

And the Lord was with Joseph, and he was a pros- 
perous man ; — Gen. xxxix. 2. 

And his master saw that the Lord was with him, 
and that the Lord made all that he did to prosper 
in his hand. — 3. 

And when all the land of Egypt was famished, the 
people cried to Pharaoh for bread : and Pharaoh 
said unto all the Egyptians, Go unto Joseph ; what 
he saith to you, do. — Gen. xli. 55. 

Now when Jacob saw that there was com in 
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Egypt, Jacob said unto his sons, Why do ye look 
one upon another ? — Gen. xlii. 1. 

And he said. Behold, I have heard that there is 
com in Egypt: get you down thither, and buy for 
us from thence; that we may live and not die. — 2. 

And Jose'ph's ten brethren went down to buy com 
in Egypt. — 3. 

And Joseph was the governor over the land, and 
he it was that sold to all the people of the land : 
and Joseph's brethren came, and bowed down them- 
selves before him with their faces to the earth. — 6. 

And Joseph knew his brethren, but they knew not 
him. — 8. 

And Joseph said unto his brethren, Come near to 
me, I pray you. And they came near. And he said, 
I am Joseph your brother, whom ye sold into Egypt. 
— Gen. xlv. 4. 

Now therefore be not grieved, nor angry with your- 
selves, that ye sold me hither : for God did send me 
before you to preserve life. — 5. 

And God sent me before you to preserve you a 
posterity in the earth, and to save your lives by a 
great deliverance. — 7. 

So now it was not you that sent me hither, but 
God : and he hath made me a father to Pharaoh, and 
lord of all his house, and a ruler throughout all the 
land of Egypt. — 8. 

But as for you, ye thought evil against me ; but 
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God meant it unto good, to bring to pass, as it is this 
day, to save much people alive. — Gen. 1. 20. 



And there went a man of the house of Levi, and 
took to wife a daughter of Levi. — Ear, ii. 1. 

And the woman conceived, and bare a son : and 
when she saw him that he was a goodly ohild, she 
hid him three months. — 2. 

And when she could not longer hide him, she took 
for him an ark of bulrushes,... and she laid it in the 
flags by the river's brink.— 8. 

And the daughter of Pharaoh came ioWn to Wash 
herself at the river... and when she saw the aik among 
the flags, fihe sent her maid to fetch it. —^5. 

And when she had opened it, she Bftw the child : 
and, behold, the babe wept. AitA she had com- 
passion on him, and said. This is one of the Hebrews' 
children.— 6. 

Then said his siirter to Pharaoh's daughter, Shall 
I go and call to thee a nurse of the Hebrew women, 
ihat she may nurse the child for thee ? — 7. 

And Pharaoh's daughter said to her, Go. And the 
maid went and called the child's mother. — 8. 

And Pliaraoh's daughter said unto her. Take this 
child away, and nurse it for me, amd I will give thee 
thy wages. And the woman took the child, and 
nursed it. — 9. 

And the child grew, and she brought him unto 
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I^araoh's daughter, and he became her son. And 
she called his name Moses : and she said, Because 
I drew him out of the water. — Ex, ii. 10. 

And the Lord said, I have surely seen the afflic- 
tion of my people which are in Egypt.... ^a?. iii. 7. 

And I am come down to deliver them out of the 
hand of the Egyptians, and to bring them up out of 
that land unto a good land and a large, unto a land 
flowing with milk and honey... 8. 

Come now therefore, and I will send thee unto 
Pharaoh,.., 10. 

And Moses said unto God, Who am I, that I 
should go unto Pharaoh, and that I should bring 
forth the children of Israel out of Egypt ? — 11. 

And he said, Certainly I will be with thee... 12. 

Wherefore say unto the children of Israel, I am 
the Lord, and I will bring you out from under the 
burdens of the Egyptians, and I will rid you out of 
their bondage, and I will redeem you with a stretched 
out arm, and with great judgments : — Ex. vi. 6. 

And I will take you to me for a people, and I will be 
to you a God : and ye shall know that I am the Lord 
your God, which bringeth you out from under the 
burdens of the Egyptians. — 7. 

And the Egyptians shall know that I am the Lord, 
when I stretch forth mine hand upon Egypt, and 
bring out the children of Israel from among them. — 
Ex. vii. 6. 

When Pharaoh shall speak unto you, saying, Shew 
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a miracle for you : then thou shalt say unto Aaron, 
Take thy rod, and cast it before Pharaoh, and it 
shall become a serpent. — Ex. vii. 9. 

Then Pharaoh also called the wise men and the 
sorcerers : now the magicians of Egypt, they also 
did in like manner with their enchantments. — 11. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, Say unto Aaron, 
Take thy rod, and stretch out thine hand upon the 
waters of Egypt, upon their streams, upon their 
rivers, and upon their ponds, and upon all their 
pools of water, that they may become blood ; and 
that there may be blood throughout all the land of 
Egypt, both in vessels of wood, and in vessels of 
stone. — 19. 

Then the magicians said unto Pharaoh, This is 
the finger of Goi...Ex. viii. 19. 

Behold, I send an angel before thee, to keep thee 
in the way, and to bring thee into the place which 
I have prepared. — Ex. xxiii. 20. 

The Lord your God which goeth before you, he 
shall fight for you, according to all that he did for 
you in Egypt before your eyes ; — Deut. i. 30. 

And in the wilderness, where thou hast seen how 
that the Lord thy God bare thee, as a man doth 
bare his son, in all the way that ye went, until ye 
came into this place. — 81. 

...The Lord thy God is with thee whithersoever thou 
goest. — Josh. i. 9. • 
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...Thus saith the Lord of hosts, I took thee from the 
sheepcote, from following the sheep, to be ruler over 
my people, over Israel : — 2 Sam. vii. 8. 

And I was with thee whithersoever thou wentest...9. 



And the word of the Lord came unto him, (Elijah) 
saying, — 1 Kings xvii. 2. 

Get thee hence, and turn thee eastward, and hide 
thyself by the brook Cherith, that is before Jordan. — 3. 

And it shall be, that thou shalt drink of the brook ; 
and I have commanded the ravens to feed thee 
there. — 4. 

, So he went and did according unto the word of the 
Lord... 5. 

And the ravens brought him bread and flesh in the 
morning, and bread and flesh in the evening ; and he 
drank of the brook. — 6. 

And it came to pass after a while, that the brook 
dried up, because there had been no rain in the 
land. — 7. 

And the word of the Lord came unto him, saying. — 8. 

Arise, get thee to Zarephath,... behold, I have com- 
manded a widow woman there to sustain thee. — 9. 

So he arose and went to Zarephath. And when 
he came to the gate of the city, behold, the widow 
woman was there... and he called to her, and said... 10. 
...Bring me, I pray thee, a morsel of bread in thine 
hand. — 11. 

And she said, As the Lord thy God liveth, I have 
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not a cake, but an handful of meal in a barrel, and 
a little oil in a cruse : and, behold, I am gathering 
two sticks, that I may go in and dress it for me and 
my son, that we may eat it, and die. — 1 Kings xvii. 12. 

And Elijah .'said unto her. Fear not ; go and do as 
thou hast said : but make me thereof a little cake 
first,... 18. 

For thus saith the Lord God of Israel, The barrel 
of meal shall not waste, neither shall the cruse of oil 
fail, until the day that the Lord sendeth rain upon 
the earth. — 14. 

And the barrel of meal wasted not, neither did the 
cruse of oil fail, according to the word of the Lord, 
which he spake by Elijah. — 16. 



And it came to pass, that when all our enemies 
heard thereof, and all the heathen that were about 
us saw these things, they were much cast down in 
their own eyes : for they perceived that this work 
was wrought of our Goi.—Neh. vi. 16. 

Now in Shushan the palace there was a certain 
Jew, whose name was Mordecai,...JE'«<. ii. 6. 

Who had been carried away from Jerusalem... 6. 

And he brought up Esther, his uncle's daughter : 
for she had neither father nor mother, and the maid 
was fair and beautiful ;...7. 

So it came to pass, when the king's commandment 
and his decree was heard, and when many maidens 
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were gathered together unto Shushan,...that Esther 
was brought also unto the king's house... ^s^. ii. 8. 

And the maiden pleased him, and she obtained 
kindness of him... 9. 

Esther had not shewed her people nor her kindred: 
for Mordecai had charged her that she should not 
shew it. — 10. 

...And Esther had obtained favour in the sight of 
all them that looked upon her. — 15. 

And the king loved Esther above all the women, 
and she obtained grace and favour in his sight more 
than all the virgins ; so that he set the royal crown 
upon her head, and made her queen instead of 
Vashti. — 17. 

In those days, while Mordecai sat in the king's 
gate, two of the king's chamberlains, of those which 
kept the door, were wroth, and sought to lay hand 
on the king Ahasuerus. — 21. 

And the thing was known to Mordecai, who told it 
xmto Esther the queen; and Esther certified the king 
thereof in Mordecai's name. — 22. 

And when inquisition was made of the matter, it 
was found out ; therefore they were both hanged on 
a tree : and it was written in the book of the 
chronicles before the king. — 23. 

After these things did king Ahasuerus promote 
Haman and advanced him, and set his seat above 
all the princes that were with him. — Est, iii. 1. 

And all the king's servants, that were in the king's 
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gate, bowed, and reverenced Hainan :...But Mordecai 
bowed not... Est. iii. 2. 

And when Haman saw that Mordecai bowed not, 
...then was Haman full of wroth. — 6. 

And he thought scorn to lay hands on Mordecai 
alone ; for they had shewed him the people of 
Mordecai: wherefore Haman sought to destroy all 
the Jews that were throughout the whole kingdom 
of Ahasuerus, even the people of Mordecai. — 6. 
...And the king and Haman sat down to drink; but 
the city Shushan was perplexed. — 15. 

When Mordecai pvceived all that was done, 
Mordecai rent his clothes, and put on sackcloth 
with ashes, and went out into the midst of the city, 
and cried with a loud and a bitter cry. — Est. iv. 1. 

So Esther's maids. ..came and told it her. Then 
was the queen exceedingly grieved ; and she sent 
raiment to clothe Mordecai, and to take away his 
sackcloth from him : but he received it not. — 4. 

Then called Esther for Hatach,...to know what it 
was, and why it was. — 5. 

And Mordecai told him of all that had happened 
unto him, and of the sum of the nioney that Haman 
had promised to pay to the king's treasuries for the 
Jews, to destroy them. — 7. 

Then Mordecai commanded to answer Esther, 
Think not with thyself that thou shalt escape in 
the king's house, more than all the Jews. — 13. 
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...And who knoweth whether thou art come to th« 
kingdom for such a time as this ? — Est. iv. 14. 

On that night could not the king sleep, and he 
commanded to bring the book of records of the 
chronicles; and they were read before the king. — 
Est. vi. 1. 

And it was found written, that Mordecai had told 
of two of the king's chamberlains,... who sought to 
lay hand on the king Ahasuerus. — 2. 

And the king said, what honour and dignity hath 
been done to Mordecai for this ? Then said the 
king's servants,... There is nothing done for him. — 3. 
...Haman came in. And the king said unto him, 
What shall be done unto the man whom the king 
d^lighteth to honour?... 6. 

And Haman answered the king. For the man 
whom the king delighteth to honour, — 7. 

Let the royal apparel be brought which the king 
useth to wear, and the horse that the king rideth 
upon, and the crown royal which is set upon his 
head. — 8, 

Then the king said to Haman, Make haste, and 
take the apparel and the horse, as thou hast said, 
and do even so to Mordecai the Jew, that sitteth at 
the king's gate : let nothing fail of all that thou 
hast spoken. — 10, 

And Mordecai came again to the king's gate. But 

Haman hasted to his house mourning... 12. 



...So they hanged Haman on the gallows that he had 
prepared for Mordecai...E«^ vii. 10. 

And Mordecai went out from the presence of the 
king. in royal apparel... and the city of Shushan re- 
joiced and was glad. — Est. viii. 16. 

The Jews had light, and gladness, and joy, and 
honour. — 16. 

...In the day that the enemies of the Jews hoped to 
have power over them, (though it was turned to the 
contrary, that the Jews had rule over them that 
hated them.) — Est. ix. 1. 

He disappointeth the devices of the crafty, so that 
their hands cannot perform their enterprise. — JoIy, 12. 

He taketh the wise in their own craftiness : and 
the counsel of the froward is carried headlong. — 13. 

Who knoweth not in all these that the hand of 
the Lord hath wrought this ? — Job xii. 9. 

In whose hand is the soul of every Hving thing, 
and the breath of all mankind. — 10. 

He putteth down one, and setteth up another. — 

Ps. Ixxv. 7. 

There are many devices in a man's heart ; never- 
theless the counsel of the Lord, that shall stand. — 
Prov. xix. 21. 

The lot is cast into the lap ; but the whole dis- 
posing thereof is of the Lord. — Prov. xvi. 88. 

As birds flying, so will the* Lord of hosts defend 
Jerusalem ; defending also he will deliver it ; and 
passing over he will preserve it. — Isa, xxxi. 6. 
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Therefore thus saith the Lord concerning the king 
of Assyria, He shall not come into this city, nor 
shoot an arrow there, nor come before it with 
shields,... Jsa. xxxvii. 83. 

For I will defend this city to save it for mine own 
sake, and for my servant David's sake. — 35. 

Then the angel cf the Lord went forth, and smote 
in the camp of the Assyrians a hundred and four- 
score and five thousand : and when they arose early 
in the morning, behold, they were all dead corpses. — 36. 

Who raised up the righteous man from the east, 
called him to his foot, gave the nations before him, 
and made him rule over kings ? he gave them as the 
dust to his sword, and as driven stubble to his bow. 
— ha. xli. 2. 

Who hath wrought and done it, calling the genera- 
tions from the beginning ? I the Lord, the first, and 
with the last ; I am he. — 4. 

...For your sake I have sent to Babylon, and have 
brought down all their nobles, and the Chaldeans, 
whose cry is in the ships — Isu, xliii. 14. 

I have raised him up in righteousness, and I will 
direct all his ways : he shall build my city, and he 
shall let go my captives, not for price nor reward, 
saith the Lord of hosts. — Isa. xlv. 13. 
...The Lord hath loved him : he will do his pleasure 
on Babylon, and his arm shall be on the Chaldeans. 
— Isa. xlviii. 14. 
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I, even I, have spoken ; yea, I have called him : 
I have brought him, and ho shall make his way 
prosperous. — Isa, xlviii. 16. 

Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; Behold, I will 
give the land of Egypt unto Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon ; and he shall take her multitude, and take 
her spoil, and take her prey; and it shall be the 
wages for his army. — Ezek, xxix. 19. 

I have given him the land of Egypt for his labour 
wherewith he served against it, because they wrought 
for me, saith the Lord God. — 20. 

And He changeth the times and the seasons : he 
removeth kings, and setteth up kings. ..Dan. ii. 21. 
...These three men Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego, 
fell down bound into the midst of the burning fiery 
furnace. — Dan, iii. 23. 

Then Nebuchadnezzar the king was astonished, 
and rose up in haste, and spake, and said unto his 
counsellors, Did not we cast three men bound into 
the midst of the fire?... 24. 

...Lo, I see four men loose, walking in the midst of 
the fire, and they have no hurt... 25. 
...Blessed be the God of Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abednego, who hath sent his angel, and delivered 
his servants that trusted in him:. ..28. 
...There is no other God that can deliver after this 
sort. — ^29. 

They drank wine, and praised the gods of gold, 
and of silver,... Danr v. 4. 
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In the same hour came forth fingers of a man's 
handy and wrote over against the candlestick upon 
the plaister of the wall of the king's palace : and the 
ting saw the part of the hand that wrote. — Daji, v. 6. 

Then the king's countenance was changed, and 
his thoughts troubled him, so that the joints of his 
loins were loosed, and his knees smote one against 
another. — 6. 

Then Daniel answered and said before the king,... 17. 

thou king, the most high God gave Nebuchad- 
nezzar thy father a kingdom, and majesty, and glory, 
and honour : — 18. 

But when his heart was lifted up... he was deposed 
from his kingly throne, and they took his glory from 
him : — 20. 

And he was driven from the sons of men ;...till he 
knew that the most high God ruled in the kingdom 
of men, and that he appointeth over it whomsoever 
he will.— 21. 

Then the king (Darius) commanded, and they 
brought Daniel, and cast him into the den of lions. 
Now the king spake and said unto Daniel, Thy God 
whom thou servest continually, he will deliver thee. 
— Dan. vi. 16. 

Then the king arose very early in the morning, 
and went in haste unto the den of lions. — 19. 
...And the king spake and said to Daniel, Daniel, 
servant of the living God, is thy God, whom thou 
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servest continually, able to deliver thee from the 
lions ? — Dan. vi. 20. 

Then said Daniel unto the king... 21. 
I My God hath sent his angel, and hath shut the 
lions' mouths, that they have not hurt me. ..22. 




REJOICE IN THE LORD: 
SERVE HIM CHEERFULLY. 



And Jethro rejoiced for all the goodness which the 
Lord had done to Israel... Er. xviii. 9. 
...Ye shall rejoice in all that ye put your hand unto, 
ye and your households, wherein the Lord thy God 
hath blessed thee, — Beut, xii. 7. 

And thou shalt rejoice before the Lord thy God, 
thou, and thy son, and thy daughter, and thy man- 
servant, and thy maidservant, and the Levite that is 
within thy gates, and the stranger, and the father- 
less, and the widow, that are among you, in the 
place which the Lord thy God hath chosen to place 
his name there. — Veut. xvi. 11. 

And thou shalt rejoice in thy feast... 14. 
...Because the Lord thy God shall bless thee in all 
thine increase, and in all the works of thine hands, 
therefore thou shalt surely rejoice. — 15. 

And thou shalt rejoice in every good thing which 
the Lord thy God hath given unto thee, and unto 
thine house, thou, and the Levite, and the stranger 
that is among you. — Deut, xxvi. 11. 
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And thou shalt offer peace offerings, and shalt 
eat there, and rejoice before the Lord thy God. — 
Ihut. xxvii. 7. 

My heart rejoiceth in the Lord, mine horn is 
exalted in the Lord:... I rejoice in thy salvation. — 
1 Sam, ii. 1. 

...And the Lord wrought a great salvation for all 
Israel : thou sawest it, and didst rejoice. — 1 Sam, 
xix. 6. 

...They blessed the king, and went unto their tents 
joyful and glad of heart for all the goodness that the 
Lord had done for David his servant, and for Israel 
his people. — 1 Kiyigs viii. 66. 

Glory and honour are in his presence ; strength 
and gladness are in his place. — 1 Ch, xvi. 27. 

Let the heavens be glad, and let the earth re- 
joice... 81. 

Then the people rejoiced, for that they offered 

willingly, because with perfect heart they offered 
willingly to the Lord : and David the king also 
rejoiced with great joy. — 1 Ch, xxix. 9. 
...As for me, in the uprightness of mine heart I 
have willingly offered all these things : and now 
have I seen with joy thy people, which are present 
hete, to offer willingly unto thee. — 17. 
...And they sang praises with gladness, and they 
bowed their heads and worshipped. — 2 Ch, xxix. 30. 
And Hezekiah spake comfortably unto all the 
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Levites that taught the good knowledge of the 
Lord :,..2 Ch. xxx. 22. 

And the whole assembly took counsel to keep other 
seven days : and they kept other seven days with 
gladness. — 23. 

...And all the congregation that came out of Israel, 
and the strangers that came out of the land of Israel, 
and that dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. — 25.* 

So there was great joy in Jerusalem : for since 
the time of Solomon... there was not the like in 
Jerusalem. — 26. 

...And all the people shouted with a great shout, 
when they praised the Lord, because the foundation 
of the house of the Lord was laid. — Ezra iii. 11. 

But many of the priests and Levites... that had 
seen the first house, when the foundation of this 
house was laid before their eyes, wept with a loud 
voice ; and many shouted aloud for joy : — 12. 

So that the people could not discern the noise of 
the shout of joy from the noise of the weeping of 
the people : for the people shouted with a loud shout, 
and the noise was heard afar off. — 13.

So the Levites stilled all the people, saying, Hold 
your peace, for the day is holy ; neither be ye 
grieved. — 11. 

And all the people went their way to eat, and to 
drink, and to send portions, and to make great 
mirth, because they had understood the words that 
were declared unto them. — 12. 
...And there was very great gladness. — 17. 

Also that day they offered great sacrifices, and 
rejoiced : for God had made them rejoice with great 
joy : the wives also and the children rejoiced : so 
that the joy of Jerusalem was heard even afar 
off.

...Hath the Lord as great delight in burnt offerings 
and sacrifices, as in obeying the voice of the Lord ? 
Behold, to obey is better than sacrifice, and to 
hearken than the fat of rams. — 1 Sam. xv. 22. 
...Bring an offering, and come before him : worship 
the Lord in the beauty of holiness. — 1 C/i, xvi. 29. 
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To offer burnt offerings unto the Lord,... and to do 
according to all that is written in the law of the 
Lord, which he commanded Israel. — 1 CA. xvi. 40. 

And Josiah took away all the abominations out 
of all the countries that pertained to the children 
of Israel, and made all that were present in Israel 
to serve, even to serve the Lord their God. — 
2 Ch. xxxiv. 33. 

Offer the sacrifices of righteousness, and put your 
trust in the Lord. — Ps, iv. 5. 

...Therefore will I offer in his tabernacle sacrifices of 
joy ; I will sing, yea, I will sing praises unto the 
Lord. — Ps, xxvii. 6. 

Sacrifice and offering thou didst not desire ; mine 
ears hast thou opened : burnt offering and sin 
offering hast thou not required. — Ps. xl. 6. 

I delight to do thy will, my God : yea, thy law 
is within my heart.

If I were hungry, I would not tell thee : for the 
world is mine, and the fulness thereof. — 12, 

Will I eat the flesh of bulls, or drink the blood 
of goats ? — 13. 

Offer unto God thanksgiving; and pay thy vows 
unto the most High : — 14. 

And call upon me in the day of trouble: I will 
deliver thee, and thou shalt glorify me. — 15. 

For thou desirest not sacrifice ; else would I give 
it : thou delightest not in burnt offering. — Ps, li. 16. 

The sacrifices of God are a broken spirit : a broken 
and a contrite heart, God, thou wilt not despise. — 17. 

Then shalt thou be pleased with the sacrifices of 
righteousness ... 19. 

I will praise the name of God with a song, and 
will magnify him with thanksgiving. — Ps, Ixix. 30. 

This also shall please the Lord better than an ox 
or bullock that hath horns and hoofs. — 31.

To what purpose is the multitude of your sacrifices 
unto me ? saith the Lord : I am full of the burnt 
offerings of rams, and the fat of the fed beasts ; and 
I delight not in the blood of bullocks, or of lambs, 
or of he goats. — Isa, i. 11. 

When ye come to appear before me, who hath 
required this at your hand, to tread my courts ? — 12. 

Bring no more vain oblations ; incense is an 
abomination unto me ; the new moons and sabbaths, 
the calling of assemblies, I cannot away with ; it is 
iniquity, even the solemn meeting. — ^13. 

Your new moons and your appointed feasts my soul 
hateth : they are a trouble unto me ; I am weary to 
bear them. — ^14. 

And when ye spread forth your hands, I will hide 
mine eyes from you : yea, when ye make many 
prayers, I will not hear: — 15. 

Wash you, make you clean ; put away the evil of 
your doings from before mine eyes ; cease to do 
evil ;— 16. 
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Learn to do well; seek judgment, relieve the op- 
pressed, judge the fatherless, plead for the widow. — 
Isa. i. 17. 

...This people draw near me with their mouth, and 
with their lips do honour me, but have removed their 
heart far from me.,,, Isa, xxix. 13. 

Cry aloud, spare not, lift up thy voice like a 
trumpet, and shew my people their transgression, 
and the house of Jacob their sins.— Im. Iviii. 1. 

Yet they seek me daily, and delight to know my 
ways, as a nation that did righteousness, and forsook 
not the ordinance of their God : they ask of me the 
ordinances of justice ; they take delight in approach- 
ing to God. — 2. 

Wherefore have we fasted, say they, and thou 
seest not ? wherefore have we afflicted our soul, and 
thou takest no knowledge ? Behold, in the day 
of your fast ye find pleasure, and exact all your 
labours. — 3. 

Behold, ye fast for strife and debate, and to smite 
with the fist of wickedness : ye shall not fast as ye 
do this day, to make your voice to be heard on 
high. — 4. 

Is it such a fast that I have chosen ? a day for a 
man to afflict his soul ? is it to bow down his head 
as a bulrush, and to spread sackcloth and ashes under 
him? wilt thou call this a fast, and an acceptable 
day to the Lord ? — ^5. 

Is not this the fast that I have chosen ? to loose 
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the bands of wickedness, to undo the heavy burdens, 
and to let the oppressed go free, - and that ye break 
every yoke ? — Isa. Iviii. 6. 

Is it not to deal thy bread to the hungry, and that 
thou bring the poor that are cast out to thy house ? 
when thou seest the naked, that thou cover him ; and 
that thou hide not thyself from thine own flesh ? — 7- 

For I the Lord love judgment, I hate robbery for 
burnt offering... Isa. Ixi. 8. 

To what purpose cometh there to me incense from 
Sheba, and the sweet cane from a far country ? your 
burnt offerings are not acceptable, nor your sacrifices 
sweet unto me. — Jer. vi. 20. 

Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel, 

Amend your ways and your doings... Je?r. vii. 2. 

...Put your burnt offerings unto your sacrifices, and 
eat flesh. — 21. 

For I spake not unto your fathers, nor commanded 
them in the day that I brought them out of the land 
of Egypt, concerning burnt offerings or sacrifices : — 22. 

But this thing commanded I them, saying. Obey 
my voice, and I will be your God, and ye shall be 
my people : and walk ye in all the ways that I have 
commanded you, that it may be well unto you. — 23. 

"When they fast, I will not hear their cry; and 
when they offer burnt offering and an oblation, I will 
not accept them...J^r. xiv. 12. 

For I desired mercy, and not sacrifice; and the 

knowledge of God more than burnt offerings, — 
Hos. vi. 6. 
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And rend your heart, and not your garments, and 
turn unto the Lord your God... Jo^Z ii. 13. 

I will sacrifice unto thee with the voice of thanks- 
giving; I will pay that that I have vowed. — Jonah ii. 9. 

Wherewith shall I come before the Lord, and bow 
myself before the high God ? shall I come before him

GOD REQUIRES OF US JUSTICE 
AND JUDGMENT. 



Thou shalt not wrest the judgment of thy poor in 
his cause. — Ex, xxiii. 6. 

Keep thee far from a false matter ; and the inno- 
cent and righteous slay thou not : for I will not 
justify the wicked. — 7. 

Ye shall do no unrighteousness in judgment : thou 
shalt not respect the person of the poor, nor honour 
the person of the mighty : but in righteousness shalt 
thou judge thy neighbour. — Lev. xix. 15. 

Ye shall do no unrighteousness in judgment, in 
meteyard, in weight, or in measure. — 35. 

Just balances, just weights, a just ephah, and a 
just hin, shall ye have: I am the Lord your God. — 36. 

Judges and officers shalt thou make thee in all thy 
gates:... and they shall judge the people with just 
judgment, — Deut. xvi. 18. 

Thou shalt not wrest judgment; thou shalt nob 
respect persons, neither take a gift : for a gift doth 
blind the eyes of the wise, and pervert the words of 
the righteous, — 19. 

That which is altogether just shalt thou follow. 
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that thou mayest live, and inherit the land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee. — Deut. xvi. 20. 

If a man have two wives, one beloved, and another 
hated, and they have born him children, both the 
beloved and the hated; and if the firstborn son be 
her's that was hated : — DeuL xxi. 15. 

Then it shall be, when he makoth his sons to inherit 
that which he hath, that he may not make the son of 
the beloved firstborn before the son of the hated, 
which is indeed the firstborn : — 16. 

But he shall acknowledge the son of the hated for 
the firstborn, by giving him a double portion of all 
that he hath : for he is the beginning of his strength ; 
the right of the firstborn is his. — 17. 

The fathers shall not be put to death for the 
children, neither shall the children be put to death 
for the fathers : every man shall be put to death for 
his own sin. — Deut. xxiv. 16. 

Thou shalt not pervert the judgment of the stranger, 
nor of the fatherless ; nor take a widow's raiment to 
pledge. — 17. 

Thou shalt not have in thy bag divers weights, a 
great and a small. — Deut. xxv. 13. 

But thou shalt have a perfect and just weight, a 
perfect and just measure shalt thou have. — 16. 

For all that do such things, and all that do un- 
righteously, are an abomination unto the Lord thy 
God.— 16. 

And all Israel heard of the judgment which the

king had judged ; and they feared the king : for they 
saw that the wisdom of God was in him, to do judg- 
ment. — 1 Kings iii. 28. 

Because the Lord loved Israel for ever, therefore 
made he thee king, to do judgment and justice. — 
1 Kings x. 9. 

And he (Jehoshaphat) set judges in the land 
throughout all the fenced cities of Judah, city by 
city, — 2 Ch, xix. 5. 

And said to the judges. Take heed what ye do : 
for ye judge not for man, but for the Lord, who is 
with you in the judgment. — 6. 

Wherefore now let the fear of the Lord be upon 
you ; take heed and do it : for there is no iniquity 
with the Lord our God, nor respect of persons, nor 
taking of gifts. — 7. 

Give the king thy judgments, God, and thy 
righteousness unto the king's son. — Ps, Ixxii. 1. 

He shall judge thy people with righteousness, and 
thy poor with judgment. — 2. 

How long will ye judge unjustly, and accept the 
persons of the wicked ? — Ps, Ixxxii. 2. 

Defend the poor and fatherless : do justice to the 
afflicted and needy. — 3. 

Deliver the poor and needy : rid them out of the 
hand of the wicked.^-4. 

Blessed are they that keep judgment, and he that 
doeth righteousness at all times. — Ps. cvi. 3. 

Withhold not good from them to whom it is due, 
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when it is in the power of thine hand to do it. — 
Pror. iii. 27. 

Say not unto thy neighbour, Go, and come again, 
and to morrow I will give; when thou hast it by 
ihee.— 28. 

Strive not with a man without cause, if he have 
done thee no harm. — 30. 

A just weight and balance are the Lord's... 
Prov. xvi. 11. 

He that justifieth the wicked, and he that con- 
demneth the just, even they both are abomination 
to the Lord. — Prov, xvii. 15. 

He that is first in his own cause seemeth just ; 
but his neighbour cometh and searcheth him. — 
Prov. xviii. 17. 

The robbery of the wicked shall destroy them; 
because they refuse to do judgment. — Prov. xxi. 7. 

It is joy to the just to do judgment. — 16. 
...It is not good to have respect of persons in 
judgment. — Prov, xxiv. 23. 

Evil men understand not judgment : but they that 
seek the Lord understand all things.— ^Prov. xxviii. 6. 

When the righteous are in authority, the people 
rejoice : but when the wicked beareth rule, the people 
mourn. — Prov. xxix. 2. 

Many seek the ruler's favour; but every man's 
judgment cometh from the Lord. — 26. 

Open thy mouth, judge righteously, and plead the 
cause of the poor and needy. — Prov. xxxi. 9. 
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Learn to do well ; seek judgment, relieve the 

oppressed, judge the fatherless, plead for the widow. 
— Isa. i. 17. 

"Woe unto them that decree unrighteous decrees, 

and that write grievousness which they have pre- 
scribed ; — Isa. X. 1. 

To turn aside the needy from judgment, and to 

take away the right from the poor of my people, 

that widows may be their prey, and that they may 

rob the fatherless ! — 2. 

« 

And what will ye do in the day of visitation, and 

in the desolation which shall come from far ; to whom 

will ye fly for help? and where will ye leave your 
glory ?— 3. 

"Without me they shall bow down under the 
prisoners, and they shall fall under the slain. For 
all this his anger is not turned away, but his hand 
is stretched out still. — 4. 

Take counsel, execute judgment. — Isa. xvi. 3. 

The way of the just is uprightness: thou, most 
upright, dost weigh the path of the just. — Isa. xxvi. 7. 

Thus saith the Lord, keep ye judgment, and do 
justice : for my salvation is near to come, and my 
righteousness to be revealed. — Isa. Ivi. 1. 

None calleth for justice, nor any pleadeth for 
truth:... Isa. lix. 4.

But thou shalt open thine hand wide nnto him, 
and shalt surely lend him sufficient for his need, in 
that which he wanteth. — 8.

If his loins have not blessed me, and if he were 
not warmed with the fleece of my sheep ; — 20. 

If I have lifted up my hand against the fatherless,

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Then let mine arm fall from my shoulder blade,

The wicked in his pride doth persecute the poor...

...When your children shall say unto you, What 
mean ye by this service? — 26. 

That ye shall say, it is the sacrifice of the Lord's 
passover, who passed over the houses of the children 
of Israel in Eygpt, when he smote the Egyptians, and 
delivered our houses. — 21. 

Seven days thou shalt eat unleavened bread, and 

in the seventh day shall be a feast to the Lord. — 
Ex, xiii. 6. 

And thou shalt shew thy son in that day, saying. 
This is done because of that which the Lord did 
unto me when I came forth out of Egypt. — 8. 

Only take heed td thy self,... lest thou forget the 
things which thine eyes have seen, and lest they 
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depart from thy heart all the days of thy life : but 
teach them thy sons, and thy sons' sons. — Deut. iv. 9. 

Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thine 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
might. — BeuU vi. 5. 

And these words, which I command thee this day, 
shall be in thine heart : — 6. 

And thou shalt teach them diligently unto thy 
children...?. 

Gather the people together, men, women, and 
children,... that they may hear, and that they may 
learn, and fear the Lord your God, and observe to 
do all the words of this law : — Deut. xxxi. 12. 

And that their children, which have not known 
any thing, may hear, and learn to fear the Lord 
your God... 13. 

For this child I prayed ;...l Sam, i. 27. 

Therefore also I have lent him to the Lord; as 
long as he liveth he shall be lent to the Lord. — 28. 
...And the child did minister unto the Lord before 
Eli the priest. — 1 Sam, ii. 11. 

Now the sons of Eli were sons of Belial ; they 
knew not the Lord. — 12. 
...And the child Samuel grew before the Lord. — 21. 

And the Lord said to Samuel,... 1 Sam, iii. 11. 
...I have told him (Eli) that I will judge his house 
for ever for the iniquity which he knoweth ; because 
his sons made themselves vile, and he restrained 
them not. — 13. 
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I was my father's son, tender and only beloved in 
the sight of my mother. — Prov. iv. 8. 

He taught me also, and said unto me, Let thine 
heart retain my words : keep my commandments, 
and live.— 4. 

He that spareth his rod hateth his son : but he that 
loveth him chasteneth him betimes.— Prov. xiii. 24. 

Chasten thy son while there is hope, and let not 
thy soul spare for his crying. — Prov. xix. 18. 

Even a child is known by his doings, whether his 
work be pure, and whether it be right. — Prov, xx. 11. 

Train up a child in the way he should go : and 
when he is old, he will not depart from it. — Prov. xxii. 6. 

Foolishness is bound in the heart of a child ; but 
the rod of correction shall drive it far from him. — 15. 

Withhold not correction from the child : for if 
thou beatest him with the rod, he shall not die. — 
Prov. xxiii. 18. 

Thou shalt beat him with the rod, and shalt 
deliver his soul from hell. — 14. 

My son, if thine heart be wise, my heart shall 
rejoice, — 15. 

The father of the righteous shall greatly rejoice : 
and he that begetteth a wise child shall have joy 
of him. — 24. 

Thy father and thy mother shall be glad, and she 
that bare thee shall rejoice. — 26. 

The rod and reproof give wisdom : but a child left to 
himself bringeth his mother to shame.— Prov. xxix. 15. 
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Correct thy sod, and lie shall give thee rest ; yea, 
he shall give delight UDto thy sonl. — Prov. zxiz. 17. 

Bemember now thy Creator in the days of thy 
youth.— J?cci, lii. 1. 

The living, the living, he shall praise thee, as I do 
this day : the father to the children shall make known 
thy truth. — Jm. xsxviii. 19. 

And all thy children shall be taught of the Lord ; 
and great shall he the peace of thy ohildren.— />a. liv. 18.

And Naomi said unto her two daughters in law, 
Go, return each to her mother's house: the Lord 
deal kindly with you, as ye have dealt with the dead, 
and with me.

And she said. Behold, thy sister in law is gone back 
unto her people, and unto her gods : return thou after 
thy sister in law. — 15. 

And Ruth said, Intreat me not to leave thee, or to 

return from following after thee: for whither thou 

goest, I will go ; and where thou lodgest, I will lodge : 

thy people shall be my people, and thy God my 
God:— 16. 

Where thou diest, will I die, and there will I be 

buried : the Lord do so to me, and more also, if 

ought but death part thee and me. — 17. 

And Naomi said unto her daughter in law, Blessed 
, be he of the Lord, who hath not left off his kindness 
to the living and to the dead. — Ruth ii. 20. 

And it came to pass, when he (David) had made an 
end of speaking unto Saul, that the soul of Jonathan 
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was knit with the soul of David, and Jonathan loved 
him as his own soul. — 1 Sam, xviii. 1. 

Then Jonathan and David made a covenant, because 
he loved him as his own soul. — 3. 

And Jonathan stripped himself of the robe that was 
upon him, and gave it to David, and his garments, 
even to his sword, and to his bow, and to his girdle. — 4. 

And David fled from Naioth in Bamah, and came 
and said before Jonathan, What have I done ? what 
is mine iniquity? and what is my sin before thy 
father, that he seeketh my life ? — 1 Sam. xx. 1. 

And he said unto him, God forbid ; thou shalt not 

die : behold, my father will do nothing either great 

or small, but that he will shew it me : and why 

should my father hide this thing from me ? it is 
not so. — 2. 

Then said Jonathan unto David, "Whatsoever thy 
soul desireth, I will even do it for thee. — i. 

And Jonathan said, Far be it from thee: for if 

I knew certainly that evil were determined by my 

father to come upon thee, then would I not tell it 
thee ?— 9. 

So Jonathan made a covenant with the house of 
David.;. 16. 

And Jonathan caused David to swear again, because 

he loved him :...17. 

Then Saul*s anger was kindled against Jonathan, 
and he said,... do not I know that thou hast chosen 
the son of Jesse to thine own confusion ?...30. 

For as long as the son of Jesse liveth upon the 
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ground, thoa shalt not be established, nor thy king- 
dom. Wherefore now send and fetch him unto me, 
for he shall surely die. — 1 Sam, xx. 81. 

So Jonathan arose from the table in fierce anger, 
and did eat no meat :... for he was grieved for David, 
because his father had done him shame. — 34. 

And it came to pass in the morning, that Jonathan 

went out into the field at the time appointed with 
David... 35. 

...David arose... and fell on his face to the ground, 
and bowed himself three times : and they kissed one 
another, and wept one with another, until David 
exceeded. — 41. 

And Jonathan said to David, Go in peace, foras- 
much as we have sworn both of us in the name of the 
Lord, saying, The Lord be between me and thee, and 
between my seed and thy seed for ever. — 42. 

Saul and Jonathan were lovely and pleasant in 

their lives, and in their death they were not divided. 
...2 Sam, i. 23. 
How are the mighty fallen in the midst of the battle ! 

Jonathan, thou wast slain in thine high places. — 25. 

I am distressed for thee, my brother Jonathan : 
very pleasant hast thou been unto me : thy love to 
me was wonderful, passing the love of women. — 26. 

And David said. Is there yet any that is left of the 
house of Saul, that I may shew him kindness for 
Jonathan's sake? — 2 Sam, ix. 1. 
...And Ziba said unto the king, Jonathan has yet a 
son, which is lame on his feet. — 3. 
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Now when Mephibosheth, the son of Jonathan... 
was come unto David,... 2 Sa?n. ix. 6. 

David said unto him, Fear not: for I will surely 
shew thee kindness for Jonathan thy father's sake, 
and will restore thee all the land of Saul thy father ; 
and thou shalt eat bread at my table continually. — 7. 

Then said David, I will shew kindness unto Hanun 
the son of Nahash, as his father shewed kindness 
unto me. And David sent to comfort him by the 
hand of his servants for his father... 2 Sam, x. 2. 

And it came to pass when Hushai the Archite, 

David's friend, was come unto Absalom, that Hushai 

said unto Absalom, God save the king, God save 
the king. — 2 Sam, xvi. 16. 

And Absalom said to Hushai, Is this thy kindness to 
thy friend ? why wentest thou not with thy friend ? — 17. 

And Hiram king of Tyre sent his servants unto 
Solomon ; for he had heard that they had anointed 
him king in the room of his father : for Hiram was 
ever a lover of David. — 1 Kings v. 1. 

Now when Job's three friends heard of all this evil 

that was come upon him, they came every one from 

his own place;... for they had made an appointment 

together to come to mourn with him and to comfort 
him. — Job ii. 11. 

And when they lifted up their eyes afar off, and knew 
him not, they lifted up their voice, and wept ;...12. 

So they sat down with him upon the ground seven 
days and seven nights, and none spake a word unto 
him : for they saw that his grief was very great. — 13. 
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To him that is afflicted pity should be shewed from 
his friend. — Job vi. 14. 

And the Lord turned the captivity of Job, when he 
prayed for his friends... Jo6 xlii. 10. 

Then came there unto him all his brethren, and 
all his sisters, and all they that had been of his 
acquaintance before, and did eat bread with him in 
his house: and they bemoaned him, and comforted 
him over all the evil that the Lord had brought upon 
him : every man also gave him a piece of money, and 
every one an earring of gold. — 11. 

As for me, when they were sick, my clothing was 
sackcloth :.,,Ps. xxxv. 13. 

I behaved myself as though he had been my friend 
or brother: I bowed down heavily, as one that 
moumeth for his mother. — 14. 

A friend loveth at all times, and a brother is born 
for adversity. — Prov, xvii. 17. 

A man that hath friends must shew himself friendly : 
and there is a friend that sticketh closer than a 
brother. — Prov. xviii. 24. 

Faithful are the wounds of a friend... Pror. xxvii. 6. 

Ointment and perfume rejoice the heart : so doth 
the sweetness of a man's friend by hearty counsel. — 9. 

Thine own friend, and thy father's fi'iend, forsake 
not;... for better is a neighbour that is near than a 
brother far off. — 10. 

As in water face answereth to face, so the heart of 
man to man. — 19. 
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THE RELIGIOUS USE OF MUSIC, 
AND ITS INFLUENCE. 



He (Jubal) was the father of all such as handle the 
harp and organ. — Gen, iv. 21. 

Thus the Lord saved Israel that day...Ea?. xiv. 30. 

Then sang Moses and the children of Israel this 
song unto the Lord, and spake, saying, I will sing 
unto the Lord, for he hath triumphed gloriously. 

And Miriam the prophetess, the sister of Aaron, 
took a timbrel in her hand ; and all the women went 
out after her with timbrels and with dances. — 20. 

And Miriam answered them. Sing ye to the Lord, 
for he hath triumphed gloriously ; the horse and his 
rider hath he thrown into the sea. — 21. 
...It is not the voice of them that shout for mastery, 
neither is it the voice of them that cry for being over- 
come : but the noise of them that sing do I hear. — 
Ex, xxxii. 18. 

Then Israel sang this song. Spring up, well; 
sing ye unto it : — Num, xxi. 17. 

Then sang Deborah and Barak,... Jwc?^. v. 1. 

Praise ye the Lord for the avenging of Israel,... 2. 
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I, even I, will sing unto the Lord ; I will sing praise 
to the Lord God of Israel. — Judg, v. 3. 

And SauFs servants said unto him, Behold now, an 
evil spirit from God troubleth thee. — 1 Sam. xvi. 15. 

Let our lord now command thy servants,... to seek 
out a man, who is a cunning player on a harp : and 
it shall come to pass, when the evil spirit from God 
is upon thee, that he shall play with his hand, and 
thou shalt be well. — 16. 

And Saul said,... Pro vide me now a man that can 
play well, and bring him to me. — 17. 

Then answered one of the servants, and said. 
Behold, I have seen a son of Jesse the Bethlehemite, 
that is cunning in playing,... and the Lord is with 
him. — 18. 

And it came to pass, when the evil spirit from God 
was upon Saul, that David took a harp, and played 
with his hand: so Saul was refreshed, and was 
well,... 23. 

And it came to pass as they came, when David 
was returned from the slaughter of the Philistine, 
that the women came out of all cities of Israel, 
singing and dancing, to meet King Saul, with 
tabrets, with joy, and with instruments of musick. — 
1 Sam, xviii. 6. 

And the women answered one another as they 
played, and said, Saul hath slain his thousands, and 
David his ten thousands. — 7. 

And David arose, and went with all the people that 
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were with him from Baale of Judah, to bring up from 
thence the ark of God,... 2 Sam, vi. 2. 

And David and all the house of Israel played before 
the Lord on all manner of instruments made of fir 
wood, even on harps, and on psalteries, and on 
timbrels, and on cornets, and on cymbals. — 6. 

So David and all the house of Israel brought up 
the ark of the Lord with shouting, and with the 
sound of the trumpet. — 15. 

...And four thousand praised the Lord with the 
instruments which I made, said David, to praise 
therewith. — 1 Ch. xxiii. 6. 

David and the captains of the host separated to 
the service of the sons of Asaph, and of Heman, 
and of Jeduthun, who should prophesy with harps, 
with psalteries, and with cymbals...! Ch. xxv. 1. 
...Who prophesied with a harp, to give thanks and to 
praise the Lord. — 3. 

Thus all the work that Solomon made for the 
house of the Lord was finished J...2 Ch, v. 1. 
...And the Levites took up the the ark. — 4. 

And the priests brought in the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord unto his place, to the oracle of the 
house, into the most holy place, even under the 
wings of the cherubims: — 7. 

It came even to pass, as the trumpeters and singers 
were as one, to make one sound to be heard in prais- 
ing and thanking the Lord ; and when they lifted up 
their voice with the trumpets and cymbals and instru- 
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ments of musick, and praised the Lord, saying, For 
he is good; for his mercy endureth for ever: that 
then the house was filled with a cloud, even the 
house of the Lord. — 2 Ch. v. 13. 

And the priests waited on their offices : the Levites 
also with instruments of musick of the Lord, which 
David the king had made to praise the Lord, hecause 
his mercy endureth for ever, when David praised by 
Iheir ministry; and the priests sounded trumpets 
before them... 2 Ch. vii. 6. 

And when he (Jehoshaphat) had consulted with 
the people, he appointed singers unto the Lord, and 
that should praise the beauty of holiness, as they 
went out before the army, and to say. Praise the 
Lord ; for his mercy endureth for ever. — 2 Ch, xx. 21. 

And the Levites stood with the instruments of 
David, and the priests with the trumpets. — 2 Ch. 
xxix. 26. 

And all the congregation worshipped, and the 
singers sang, and the trumpeters sounded... 28. 

Moreover Hezekiah the king and the princes com- 
manded the Levites to sing praise unto the Lord 
with the words of David,... and they sang praises 
with gladness... 80. 

And the children of Israel that were present at 
Jerusalem kept the feast of unleavened bread seven 
days with great gladness: and the Levites and the 
priests praised the Lord day by day, singing with 
loud instruments unto the Lord. — 2 Ch, xxx. 21. 
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And when the builders laid the foundation of the 
temple of the Lord, they set the priests in their 
apparel with trumpets, and the Levites the sons of 
Asaph with cymbals, to praise the Lord, after the 
ordinance of David king of Israel. — Ezra iii. 10. 

And they sang together by course in praising and 
giving thanks unto the Lord. — 11. 

For in the days of David and Asaph of old there 
were chief of the singers, and songs of praise and 
thanksgiving unto God. — Neh. xii. 46. 

I will sing unto the Lord, because he hath dealt 
bountifully with me. — Ps, xiii. 6. 
...With my song will I praise him. — Ps. xxviii. 7. 

Sing unto the Lord, ye saints of his...Ps. xxx. 4. 

Praise the Lord with harp: sing unto him with 
the psaltery and an instrument of ten strings. — 
Ps. xxxiii. 2. 

Sing unto him a new song ; play skilfully with a 
loud noise. — 3. 

...In the night his song shall be with me, and my 
prayer unto the God of my life. — Ps. xlii. 8. 
...Upon the harp will I praise thee, God my God. — 
Ps. xliii. 4. 

I will sing of thy power ; yea, I will sing aloud of 
thy mercy in the morning... Ps. lix. 16. 

Sing forth the honour of his name. — Ps. Ixvi. 2. 

All the earth shall worship thee, and shall sing 
unto thee ; they shall sing to thy name. — 4. 

I will praise xhee with the psaltery, even thy truth. 
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my God : unto thee will I sing with the harp, O 
thou Holy One of Israel. — Ps. Ixxi. 22. 

Take a psalm, and bring hither the timbrel, the 
pleasant harp with the psaltery. — Ps, Ixxxi. 2.
